J5IFD (Juliet Five Italy Foxtrot Delta) - Guinea-Bissau (not J51FD as previously noted), 
the 2010 Operation. (Thanks T jerk, ZS6P) 


Then a note on the status of Kosovo. "Congratulations to the team which helped to reintroduce 
Amateur Radio to Kosovo, and welcome back to the airwaves to the returning amateurs. As of 
this time Z60K, and/or any other Z6 station, will not count for any entity for DXCC awards pur- 
poses, as they do not qualify under the DXCC rules. Any future change in Kosovo's DXCC status 
will be announced by the ARRL." 


QRP SSB DXing from the beach 

Pete, M3ZXZ, (GQRP 11767) got up early on Sunday to work some impressive DX using 
just 2,5 watts of SSB and a simple wire antenna. 

On the G-QRP list, , Pete writes, "Well well well. I 
go to the beach and set up at 05:30 UTC on Sunday. 30 September. My dogs happily running 
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around while I sat on end of a groyne with just a simple 
wire vertical on a fishing pole fed against a 3,9 m 
counterpoise wire, and tuned with the Elecraft T1 
ATU. 

Heard several strong VK and ZL, but every 
time I responded to a QRZ I was drowned in very 
strong "I" and "EA" stations. Was getting a bit de- 
jected and started to wonder if I was actually putting 
anything out - checked, and sure enough, all good. 

Heard ISOFDW calling CQ on 18 158.00 - re- 
sponded and made contact. Nice little QSO with my 
2,5 W SSB. At least I knew now that all okay my end. 
Heard strong VK on 18 165, but it was bedlam when- 
ever he said "QRZ"! 

Went back down to 20, tried the VK and ZL 
stations again but no luck. Then on 14 222.95 heard 
ZD7FT calling CQ. Responded and he heard me. Man- 
aged to exchange calls and sigs at 07:25 UTC, but 
then one of my dogs caught my power lead and un- 
plugged it from the rig! Plugged back in by which time 
ZD7FT was in QSO with another fella. At this time, I 
did not know where ZD7FT was - for some reason I 
kept thinking ZD was Africa, and I have only just found 
now that I am home that it's St Helena Island. Very 
pleased :) 

After that, I was thinking it was time to 
make tracks home. But had a quick tune first and 
heard VK7ROY in QSO on 14 200. After a couple of 
minutes, he called QRZ for UK stations. I responded, 
but a bit of a melee kicked off with the usual I and 
EA stations thinking that "UK stations only please" 
meant them. VK7ROY called again, "QRZ UK only," I 
responded and he got me. Then had an amazing QSO 
with him. My sigs to him were 54 but we had no problem at all copying and I am grateful to eve- 
rybody else for standing by. 2,5 W SSB and good copy - my very first VK and I was gobsmacked. 
THANK YOU ROY! 

So, WOW, what a morning. Perfect. Dogs had a great time and so did I. Mrs M just 
thinks I am barking mad :)" 


If you are wondering what a 'groyne' is, the Collins English Dictionary states "a wall or jetty built 
out from a riverbank or seashore to control erosion. Also called a spur, breakwater." 


CQ NEWS - Director of CQ World Wide DX Contest 

The following was sent out by Richard, W2VU, Editor of CQ Amateur Radio, on 1 Octo- 
ber, "Randy Thompson, K5ZD, Named Director of CQ World Wide DX Contest - CQ Contest Hall 
of Fame member and WPX Contest Director Randy Thompson, K5ZD, has been named Director 
of the CQ World Wide DX Contest, effective immediately. Randy succeeds Bob Cox, K3EST, 
who retired in September after 35 years at the helm of the world's most popular amateur radio 
contest. 
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Thompson, 53, has been a ham since age 13. He is an accomplished contester, having mul- 
tiple wins in the CQ World Wide DX Contest and the CQ WPX Contest, among others. He has 
also competed in four World Radiosport Team Championships. In addition, Randy is a past editor 
of the "National Contest Journal" (a post he has held three separate times) and a co-founder of 
the eHam.net website. He is a long-time member of the Yankee Clipper Contest Club and an in- 
structor at K3LR's Contest University. He has been Director of the CQ WPX Contest since 
2008, coincidentally the same year in which he was inducted into the CQ Contest Hall of Fame." 

"The CQ WW is the biggest event on the contest calendar," commented Thompson. "I am 
honoured to be involved and follow in the giant footsteps of K3EST. With the great conditions 
we are seeing on the bands, this year should be the biggest CQ WW ever! The first order of 
business is to have the team ready for the new 5-day log deadline and faster results reporting." 

CQ Publisher Dick Ross, K2MGA, said Thompson's appointment marks the start of a new 
chapter in the history of CQ World Wide DX Contest, adding "The CQ management team looks 
forward to working with Randy as CQ WW Director. His four years as WPX Contest Director 
have already demonstrated his ability to successfully and creatively guide a major contest, and 
we are totally confident that he will take the CQ WW to even greater heights. 

Thompson's appointment to the directorship of the CQ WW creates a vacancy for di- 
rector of the CQ WPX Contests. Anyone interested in taking on the challenge of leading a major 
contest should contact Randy at k5zd@cqwpx.com."
